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To  attempt  to  catch  through  the  medium  of  '"still" 
pictures  the  dynamism  of  our  college  days  is  not  a 
simple  thing;  and  yet  we  have  had  the  temerity  to 
make  the  attempt.  You  will  be  the  arbiters  as  to 
whether  we  have  failed  or  succeeded  in  some  measure 
at  least.  If  our  volume  can  recall  at  some  future  point 
of  time  a  pleasant  memory  or  two  for  the  reader,  we 
shall  have  succeeded  in  our  mission. 
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The  theme  of  this  year's  OccidentaUa  is 
"Reconstruction  After  the  War."  On  general 
grounds  the  foresight  and  forv/ard  planning  in- 
volved in  this  are  perfectly  sound  policy.  But  in 
the  particular  case  of  this  War  the  prime  element 
in  reconstruction  is  the  consecration  of  all  our 
powers  to  winning  the  War.  Without  a  stable 
foundation  there  can  be  neither  construction  nor 
reconstruction  in  any  sphere.  Assured  victory  is 
the  foundation  we  now  require;  upon  that  pros- 
pect we  must,  first  and  last,  focus  all  our  vision. 
Other  views,  aims  and  plans  must  of  necessity  be 
subordinate  to  this.  In  preserving  a  sane  balance 
between  the  pressure  of  imperative  immediate 
duty  towards  the  War  and  that  of  secondary  and 
more  remote  duty,  Class  '42  may  leave  as  its 
legacy  to  the  University  a  positive  inspiring 
example  to  succeeding  classes.  That  its  high  and 
noble  effort  be  rewarded  with  the  blessing  of  rich 
success  is  the  sincere  wish  of  the  Faculties  and 
myself.

In  conclusion,  may  I  suggest  that  you  fix  as  the  objective  of  your  life,  the 
implication  of  the  motto,

Mr.  Chairman,  members  of  the  faculty  and  fellow-members  of  Arts  '42. 

J  It  is  a  privilege  and  an  honour  to  speak  for  and  to  our  class.     The  time  is 

J  rapidly  approaching  when  each  and  every  one  of  us  will  have  to  get  down  to 

serious  work  and  thought.     I  am  not  speaking  of  examinations,  because  they 

t  are  but  incidental  obstacles  in  your  road  to  the  future;    I  say  incidental  be- 

\  cause  the  very  fact  that  you  are  here  to-night  proves  that  they  are  obstacles 

s  which  virith  a  certain  amount  of  effort  you  can  overcome — if  you  so  desire.     I 

am  speaking  rather  of  the  life  which  is  before  us;  the  uncivilized  jungles  of 

the  twentieth  century  through  which  we  must  blaze  a  trail  if  we  are  to  have  a 

':  lasting  world  peace. 

'  Our  cloistered  life  is  over.     No  more  can  we  devote  our  time  to  the  social 

and  scholastic  whirl,  but  must  rather  turn  our  energies  against  the  centrifugal 

\  forces  of  a  tyrannic  despotism  which  is  trying  to  cast  our  ideals    off  into  the 

;  void  of  nothing.     At  a  time  when  the  guake  of  world  conflict   is  dangerously 

rocking  our  entire  democratic  structure  it  would  be  well  for  us  to  examine  the 

\  foundation-stones  of  our  liberal  institutions. 

Much  has  been  said  and  much  more  will  be  said  about  the  art  of  govern- 
\  ing.     But  now  at  a  time  when  we  are  on  the  idealogical  defensive  we  must 

*  dust  off  the  old  taken-for-granted  concepts  and  look  at  them  with  the  eyes  of 
'  modern  age.     We  should  ask  ourselves  the  guestions — ''What  is  democracy?" 

"What  does  the  word  imply?"     Can  I  when  I  ask  myself  the  guestion — "Are 
I  you  a  democrat?"  answer  truthfully  and  say — "Yes,  I  am  a  democrat." 

j  To  me  democracy,  like  all  political  philosophies,  is  but  a  state  of  mind, 

j  I  am  a  democrat  if  I  am  democratic  in  my  attitude  towards  others.     Political 

I  philosophies,  we  are  informed,  are  not  new,  nor  is  a  war  of  ideals  an  unheard-of 

j  thing.     Since  the  first  day  that  Eve  appeared  as  a  companion  for  Adam  there 

have  been  differences  of  opinion. 

:  There  are  two  sides  to  every  personality — the  side  which  tells  us  to  be- 

]  have  in  a  certain  way  because  that  is  the  way  in  which  our  animal  natures 

I  wish  us  to  behave,  and  our  rational  side  which  gives  us  pause  to  reason  before 
4  we  act.  These  two  forces  of  reason  and  desire  are  in  continuous  conflict.  If 
j  we  carry  the  animal  or  irrational  side  to  its  logical  conclusion  we  have  Fascism 
]  in  its  most  deadly  form;   if  we  carry  the  rational  aspect  of  our  natures  to  its 

II  most  logical  extreme  you  can  conceive  how  dull  and  colourless  life  would  be 
ji  ■ — to  be  always  doing  the  logical,  to  always  know  what  is  about  to  happen — 
i|  there  would  be  no  room  for  the  fullest  development  of  the  personality  and  all 
\  our  decisions  would  be  boiled  down  to  a  set  of  rules  of  behaviour.  Life  would 
;  become  scientific  and  we  would  be  but  so  many  more  machines  in  an  age 
'■  already  crowded  with  machines. 

*  The  answer  would  appear  to  be  a  proper  balancing  of  these  two  forces 
so  that  they  would  be  in  perfect  harmony.     "Very  well,"  you  say,   "but  just 
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what  has  all  this  to  do  with  democracy?"  Well,  just  this.  I  am  trying  to  show 
that  Fascism  is  not  something  which  is  peculiar  to  only  the  German  or  Italian 
mind,  but  it  is  a  deadly  parasite  which  will  eat  at  the  intellectual  tissue  of  any 
person  who  exposes  an  unprepared  mentality  to  its  ravages.  Reason  topples 
and  comes  crashing  to  the  ground  and  nothing  remains  save  the  violent  nihilism 
of  a  power-seeking  ruling  clique.  A  clique  which  hopes  and  intends  to  expand 
its  power  into  world  dominion  at  the  expense  of  human  freedom. 

The  Fascist  state  of  mind  is  dangerous  and  must  be  tamed.  It  is  present 
in  this  very  room.  You  and  I  and  every  one  of  us  possess  it  to  a  greater  or  less 
degree.  To  us  it  is  particularly  dangerous  because  we  little  suspect  when  it 
is  about  to  deal  a  knockout  blow  to  our  own  intellects. 

There  is  but  one  way  of  combating  this  paresis  of  the  brain  and  com- 
bating it  successfully.  We  must  fortify  our  reasoning  processes  against  the 
ravages  of  illogical  extremism.  For  then  and  only  then  can  we  begin  to  feel 
secure,  and  even  this  security  can  be  disturbed  by  some  would-be  dictator 
outside  our  own  immediate  sphere. 

The  answer  is  the  building  up  of  a  democratic  attitude  in  our  own  minds 
— an  attitude  which  is  based  chiefly  on  tolerance,  for  only  when  we  are 
tolerant  do  we  behave  as  true  democrats.  If  we  believe  in  democracy  we 
believe  in  it  not  only  for  ourselves  but  also  for  others,  regardless  of  race  or 
colour.  Democracy  does  not  imply  merely  the  rule  of  the  majority,  true  demo- 
cratic decisions  are  not  arrived  at  by  the  simple  procedure  of  counting  heads. 
This  is  not  enough.  The  best  organized  of  small  extremist  groups  has  little 
trouble  in  swaying  the  minds  of  the  large  masses  of  the  people  whose  only  real 
desire  is  for  peace  and  security  in  which  to  conduct  their  own  lives.  Because 
of  the  tremendous  complexity  of  the  issues  at  stake  they  have  never  as  yet 
become  well  enough  informed  as  to  what  form  of  government  would  give  them 
the  greatest  freedom  without  degenerating  into  blind  followers  of  a  self-styled 
Messiah. 

Education  is  the  key  to  permanent  peace.  Education  as  to  the  democratic 
spirit.  We  must  not  only  foster  in  ourselves  and  in  others  a  growing  spirit  of 
tolerance,  but  must  be  prepared  to  fight  to  protect  our  right  to  that  spirit.  We 
have  been  happy  behind  the  walls  of  Western  because  of  the  quiet  scholarly 
life  we  have  led.  Our  professors  have  been  kind  to  us  in  pointing  out  the 
road  we  should  follow  to  true  education.  It  is  now  our  problem  to  walk  that 
road  in  search  of  truth;  but  we  must  carry  cudgels  with  us  as  protection  against 
the  reptiles  lurking  behind  every  tree  and  stone.  The  way  can  and  will  be 
hard,  we  shall  be  disappointed  and  disillusioned  and  at  times  we  will  grow 
bitter  and  a  soul-destroying  cynicism  may  seek  to  envelop  us,  but  if  we  keep 
our  eyes  raised  to  the  shining  haven  at  the  end  of  the  road  we  can  retain  our 
ideals  and  perhaps  do  something  to  improve  a  world  into  which  we  were  born.

The  world  is  in  its  present  mess  largely  because  my  generation  accepted 
as  a  maxim  of  conduct  the  standard  that,  "It's  all  right  if  you  can  get  away 
with  it."

Now  that  you  have  finished  accumulating  credits  for 
a  degree,  you  will  have  som.e  time  to  spare  for  your  education,  and  the  Republic 
is  a  book  which  should  form  part  of  your  education.  I  shall  be  glad  to  recom- 
mend other  books,  and  so,  I  am  sure,  will  my  colleagues. 

I  don't  know  why  you  came  to  College.  I  fancy  that  you  have  been 
happy  while  you  were  there,  which  is  a  desirable  thing,  and  I  hope  that  you 
will  be  better  for  having  been  there,  which  is  a  more  desirable  thing.

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From  the  moment  of  inauguration  the  University  Students'  Commission  has 
functioned  in  its  capacity  as  controller  of  publications  and  student  affairs  to  the  best 
of  its  ability.  As  in  any  organization,  mistakes  have  been  made,  but  they  have  not 
been  serious  nor  have  they  been  subject  to  justifiable  criticism.  Opportunities  for 
improvement  within  the  workings  of  the  organization  have  arisen  and  plans  for  its 
future  have  been  suggested. 

May  I  put  forth  three  plans  which,  to  my  mind,  would  tend  to  better  the  organiza- 
tion for  what  is  to  come,  and  which  might  ease  the  burden  for  up-and-coming  executives. 

The  greatest  need  is  for  a  revised  and  consolidated  constitution  in  booklet  form 
available  for  all  students.  It  should  include  the  constitutions  of  all  student  organiza- 
tions at  both  Medical  and  Arts  Colleges.  True,  this  involves  considerable  time  and 
hard  work  but  it  is  a  definite  prereguisite  to  obtaining  efficient  control. 

Secondly,  there  is  need  of  an  accounting  system  combining  the  financial  activities 
of  the  Commission  and  the  various  publications.  It  would  mean,  possibly,  the  institu- 
tion of  a  paid  member  on  the  Commission  to  handle  all  the  accounting  matters.  But 
time  saved  and  the  elimination  of  duplicated  effort  would  more  than  offset  any  added 
expense. 

Lastly,  and  obviously  in  direct  contradiction  to  all  that  has  been  previously  said, 
I  shall  present  my  own  views  as  to  the  possibility  of  future  activities  of  this  worthy 
body. 

Do  we  realize  to  what  extent  each  and  every  one  of  us  must  contribute  to  Canada's 
war  effort  in  some  form  or  other?  What  would  there  be  to  prevent  us  from  giving  in 
a  lump  sum  rather  than  throwing  a  nickel  here  and  a  dime  there? 

My  proposal  is  to  eliminate  all  publications  which  the  student  must  support 
financially,  and  submit  this  money,  commonly  referred  to  as  Literary  fees,  in  a  lump 
sum  to  some  worthy  war  effort.  It  is  an  abrupt  plan  of  action  and  to  many  students 
may  seem  hardly  justified,  but  to  my  mind,  when  ultimately  we  can  afford  to  con- 
tribute so  little  to  Canada's  war  policy  as  University  students,  we  should,  at  least,  do 
our  utmost,  meagre  as  it  may  be. 

We  are  at  war  and  we  have  not  won! 
see  that  we  do  not  lose!
